“Dea to the Fascist -Marshal 
Tito!” 

This was said in Belgrade to 
be the most explicit exhortation 
for the murder of Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz to be beamed into 
Yugoslavia by the radio stations 
of the Cominform. 

Part of a broadcast instructing 
Cominform sympathizers in this 
country to sabotage the wheat 


front line yesterday and issued 
orders to attack. 

Maj. Gen. William B. Kean 
ordered regimental and battalion 
commanders to make the Amer- 
icans’ first night assault. 

(This dispatch did not say 
whether a night attack had yet 
been made.) 

Kean made his battleline visit 
after a conference with Lt. Gen. 
Walton H. Walker, Eighth Army 
commander, at Kean’s southern 
command post. 

The main supply route to the 
United States front was blocked 
by the enemy for more than four 
hours yesterday—the most con- 
fused day of the Korean war for 
the American army. 

Spearhead Halted. 

The southern spearhead of the 
three-pronged American drive to 
the west halted before Red artil- 
lery fire at a point west of Chin- 
dong, where the Fifth Regimental 
Combat Team had turned north- 
westward toward Chinju. Chin- 
dong is 25 miles southeast of 
Chinju, major Communist base 
for the Reds on the southern 
front. 

United States Marines were 
called on to help the Fifth get 
rolling again. 

The Thirty-fifth Regiment car- 
ried the northern spearhead to 
within 12 miles of Chinju, but 
was ordered to hold up its ad- 
vance until the southern drive 
was again. under way. The Thir- 
ty-fifth captured much enemy 
equipment and guns in its push, 
and continued to mop up Commu- 
nists in its sector. 

Two enemy roadblocks that had 
been thrown up earlier in the day 
had been cleared up. One was 
eight miles northwest of Masan, 
which is 28 air miles east of Chin- 
ju. The other was near Chindong. 


Marines to Mountains. 

The Marines were diverted 
from the main attack and sent 
into 3000-foot high peaks under a 
burning sun to drive out the Red 
raiders and relieve a trapped unit 
of the Fifth Regimental Combat 
Team. 


The Fifth had been reported 
officially to have advanced well 
beyond Chindong in the first 
wave of the attack. But Kean’s 
personal check of the American 
positions showed that the south- 
ern flank had barely moved be- 
yond the original jumpoff point 
10 miles west of Masan. 

Before Kean visited the front, 
the Reds had slipped down from 
the hills and cut the main Ameri- 
can supply route with machinegun 
and mortar fire. 

For four hours the Reds 
blocked the road five miles south- 
west of Masan on the road to 
Chindong. They had slipped in 
behind an American security bat- 
talion which had held hill posi- 
tions overlooking tha supply route 
but had been called away on an- 
other mission. 

Cpl. Wallace Leach of Wichita, 
Kan., said the Reds suddenly 
opened fire on American troops 
who were assembling on the valley 
road and getting into their ve- 
hicles. 

The Americans suffered 11 cas- 
ualties in the first few minutes 
of the attack. 

United States tanks then plas- 
tered the hillside with 75-milli- 
meter shells. Planes came in 
rocketing and bombing the Reds. 
Then the infantry began moving 
across the valley and into the 
hills and the -marines were sent 
climbing the peaks to flush the 
enemy.

REDS TELL UN

Malik Presents Charges— 
Commission Gets Re- 
ports of Atrocities by 


Communists. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Aug. 8 
(AP)—The United Nations Secur- 
ity Council went into session to- 
day to act on the Korean ques- 


tion, with Russia’s Jacob A. Malik 
presenting a long telegram from 
the North Koreans charging the 
United States with inhuman at- 
tacks on civilians. 

The telegram was from Pak 
Hen Nen, minister for foreign af- 
fairs of North Korea. It accused 
the American Air Force of “bar- 
barous methods of waging war” 
and “ruthlessly violating the rules 
of international law” in bombing 
raids throughout the Korean 
peninsula. 

Malik, to whom the North Ko- 
réan complaint was addressed as 
Council president, previously had 
sent it with his indorsement to 
U.N. Secretary General Trygve 
Lie. Malik asked that the Coun- 
cil “take urgent steps to put an 
end to these monstrous crimes 
which are being committed by 
the American armed forces in 
Korea.” 

Red Atrocities Reported. 

After the North Korean tele- 
gram was read, Malik announced 
a communication from the U.N. 
Commission on Korea. The com- 
mission reported it was receiving 
further reports of Communist 
atrocities against wounded and 
captured American soldiers. 

The commission, saying North 
Koreans have failed to give as- 
surances they will respect rules 
of civilized warfare, called for a 
protest against the Communists’ 
refusal to co-operate with the In- 
ternational Red Cross.

Warning on Limiting Liberty. 

In a 3500-word message to the 

lawmakers, Truman asked them 
to be wary of any action limiting 
personal liberty. But he said the 
Bill of Rights is not intended “to 
prevent the Government from 


maintaining our nation’s integrity, 


against subversion or attack.” 

Explaining why he thinks stiffer 
laws and a new law are needed 
now, the President said. the 
present international situation has 
been created “by the rise of To- 
talitarianism—first the Totalitar- 
ianism of the right, and now that 
of the left.” ., 

“Today, we face most acutely 
the threat of the Communist 
movement, international in scope, 
directed from a central source, 
and committed to the overthrow 
of democratic institutions through- 
out the world.” 

Truman’s message apparently 
fndicated that he wanted legisla- 
tion of his own choosing rather 
than a security bill bearing a Re- 
publican label. Several measures 
to combat Communism and _ sub- 
versive activities are pending in 
Congress.

Will Start Emergency): 


Routes Sunday. 


Emergency rerouting of the 
Forest Park streetcars and Taylor 
busses, to go into effect Sunday, 


was approved today by the Board 
of Public Service. The rerouting 
was requested by the Public Serv- 
ice Co, because of the weakened 
condition of the Euclid avenue 
bridge over the Wabash Railroad 
tracks. 

Starting Sunday, Forest Park 
streetcars will go no farther than 
Euclid and Laclede avenues. 
Busses will be substituted for the 
remainder of the route. 

Instead of going south on Eu- 
clid to Kingshighway, however, 
the busses will turn west on Park 
View place to Kingshighway, thus 
avoiding the bridge. 

Taylor busses also will use 
Kingshighway to avoid the bridge. 
On their eastbound trip, however, 
they will go north on Kingshigh- 
way to Audubon avenue, before 
turning east to Euclid. 

Owl service on the Forest Park 
line will be handled entirely by 
busses. 

The city, in an application filed 
with the Missouri Public Service 
Commission at Jefferson City yes- 
terday, asked that the cost of al- 
tering and reconstructing the 
bridge be apportioned on the 
basis of one-third each to the 
city, the Public Service Co. and 
the Wabash railroad. Estimated 
cost is $75,000. 

The Board of Public Service 
took under advisement the ap- 
plication by Laclede Ps Co. for 
authority to operate additional 
taxicabs.

NESS POINT, England, Aug. 8 
—I had hoped to smash Gertrude 
Ederle’s record even more than’! 
did by crossing in 12 hours or 
less. But the tide got the better 
of me at the end. 
Brom the very beginning I 
thought I was going to break that 
record and of course I’m pleased 
that it’s an American girl who has 
done it. 
We didn’t do this for publicity. 
There’s going to be none of that 
personal appearance stuff. Just 
a couple of days for us in France, 
a few days in England and then 
back to good old San Diego. 
First 7 Hours Easy. 
The first seven hours were 
fairly easy. I had no trouble 
whatever and took food as I re- 
quired it without difficulty. After 
then I began to get a little tired 
but I never was so tired as to 
make me feel I was not going to 
lift that record. 

It was hard work once we got 
near the coast and into that ebb 
tide and I began to wonder if it 
was going to get the better of me. 
Then as I drifted down the coast 
with the shore so near I began to 
get terribly cold. Those last few 
hours were pretty grim, I guess, 
but I never ‘gave up thinking 
about the record. 

Now I guess I want to rest. I'll 
probably spend a couple of days 
in France and then three or four 
days in England. After that— 
home. It will look good. 

Ambition Materialized. 

My life-long ambition material- 
ized when I swam the channel. 

It was a long way from San 
Diego, Calif., where I first saw 
the light of day, and even far- 
ther from the shores of the Per- 
sian gulf, where I had my train- 
ing for the past two years. But 
it was in keeping with the tra- 
dition of the family, all of whom 
are good swimmers, from my 
father, a former policeman, to 
my brother who. has now suc- 
ceeded him on the force. 

I started to train myself while 
working for the Arabian Amer- 
ican Oil Co. in Saudi Arabia. 

Time was on my side and 
pretty soon I was able to swim 
more than 15 miles a day with-' 
out over-exerting myself in a 
typical Arabian shamaal—a sand 
storm in which winds reach a ve- 
locity of 30 to 40 miles an hour.

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Louis had no power to issue or 
enforce an injunction granted in 
April, 1949, compelling South- 
western Bell Telephone Co. to 
restore 19 telephone to Pioneer. 

Those telephones had been dis- 
connected in February 1947 on in- 
structions from Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly and Attorney General Tay- 
lor. The officials ordered the 
telephones cut off on the ground 
they were being used as a means 
of violating state laws relating to 
bookmaking. 

The State Supreme Court also 
ruled that initial jurisdiction of 
matters of telephone service was 
in the Missouri Public Service 
Commission, and not in the 
courts, in holding invalid Judge 
Nangle’s order. 

The Attorney General, in con- 
tending Pioneer’s petition for re- 
view presented no proper federal 
question, attacked a contention 
that the Supreme Court decision 
deprived Pioneer of property 
without due process of law, and 
of equal protection of the laws 
in violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the United States 
Constitution. 

“Used in Violation of Law.” 

“The telephone company in the 
present case had been notified,” 
Taylor said, “that the service 
which it was rendering te Pio- 
neer News Service was being 
used in violation of a specific 
provision of the criminal laws of 
Missourt. 

“The guarantees of the Four- 
teenth Amendment extend only 
to the conduct of a lawful busi- 
ness. According the information 
submitted by the Governor and 
Attorney General to the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co., 
which information has _ subse- 
quently been verified on numer- 
ous occasions, including investi- 
gations by committees of the 
United States Senate, Pioneer 
News Service was not engaged in 
a lawful business and, therefore, 
is in no position to invoke the 
protection of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 

“The people of the State of 
Missouri have a great interest in 
having this matter determined on 
its merits. The Governor and 
the Attorney General of Missouri 
have charged that Pioneer is 
using telephone service as an in- 
strumentality to violate the laws 
of the State of Missouri.” 


For more than two years after 
service was discontinued in Feb- 
ruary 1947, Taylor said, Pioneer 
made no attempt to establish its 
right to service. _ 

Then, Taylor said, by virtue of 
an order by Judge Nangle, 
“which the Missouri Supreme 
Court has held he lacked juris- 
diction to issue, Pioneer News 
Service has regained and has had 
the use of telephone service since 
April 1949.” 

Question of Jurisdiction. 

The sole question decided by 
the Missouri Supreme Court, the 
Attorney General said, was 
whether the circuit court had 
jurisdiction to issue the injunc- 
tion ordering restoration of serv- 
ice. The decision was based 
solely on Missouri laws, he said. 

Federal constitutional questions 
now raised by counsel for 
Pioneer, it was contended, were 
not presented to or decided by 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 
These questions were not “timely 
raised,” and did not confer juris- 
diction on the United States Su-

Not Prepared for Attack. 


As to fighting off an attack that 
suddenly might strike, the respon- 
ibility rests almost entirely on 

terceptor-fighter forees that are 
too underequipped and under- 
—s to offer more than token 
attle to any sizable enemy air 
armada. 


The mission of fighting off an 
enemy air attack is assigned to 
Continental Air Command. It 
as available to do this job only 
the component parts of 10 Air 
Force groups of interceptor-fight- 
ers, comprising about 1000 planes, 
and the National Guard’s 24 fight- 
r groups, consisting of another 
700. aircraft. These include 
everything up to the latest jets. 
The Air Force’s other 10 fighter 
ups are all abroad, five in the 
apan-Korea area, one in Oki- 
4 one in Alaska, and three 
Europe.

of atom bombs may be neces- 
sary to saturate American stra- 
tegic ‘targets for a mortal 
knockout, the American lead 
becomes a changed value. 


Russia may need—to use 
wholly hypothetical figures— 
only 300 bombs to cripple the 
concentrated industrial might 
of the United States, but this 
country may need 1000 to blast 
effectively Russia’s enormously 
dispersed industries. 


A possibility exists, moreover, 
that Russia has achieved an ad- 
vanced development of missiles 
that could be launched from sub- 
marines standing off American 
waters; perhaps a V-2 type of mis- 
sile with aim apparatus synchron- 
ized by an umbilical cable to the 
submarine’s instrument apparatus. 


In any case, the American esti- 
mate is that Russia has today at 
least 1200 of .the long-range 
TU-70s, built along the lines of 
the four American B-29s_ she 
seized in 1944 when they were 
forced down on her territory. 


Soviet Plane Output. 


Her available production capa- 
city for these is estimated to be 
as high as 10,000 a year under 
a speedup. Her total plane pro- 
duction is believed te run some- 
where between 40,000 and 50,000 


weakness in anti-aircraft protec- 
tion, especially around its stra- 
tegic industrial targets. 

Most of the industrial poten- 
tial of the continent lies con- 
centrated in a geographical par- 
allelogram extending westward 
from Montreal to Minneapolis, 
down the Mississippi toe St. 
Louis, eastward to Richmond, 
and north to Boston. 


In this area of crowded indus- 
trial centers is 88 per cent of 
the country’s iron and steel pro- 
duction, 85 per cent of rubber 
and other non-ferrous produc- 
tion, 96 per cent of electrical 
equipment manufacture, and 90 
per cent of all other machinery- 
making potential. 

In some cases, destruction of 
only a few plants could cripple 
for months a whole industry. 
| Here are prime targets for 
enemy attack because modern 
wars are above all battles of 
industrial production. These are 

unprotected targets. 

All three defense arms—radar 
_gcreen, interceptor-fighter forces, 
and anti-aircraft — are handi- 
capped by difficulties in “posi- 
tioning” them. 

Radar and anti-aircraft sites 
are largely limited to Govern- 
ment-owned sites, which are not 
always the best for the purpose. 

The fighter forces are mostly 
stationed at Government air 
bases, not always the best devel- 
opment for them. 

_ Steps to acquire more flexible 
locations for all are being taken. 
A-Bomb as Deterrent. 


The likelihood of a full-scale 
surprise assault on this continent 
in the near future is, to be sure, 
generally discounted in Washing- 
ton. This country’s stockpile of 
atom bombs is believed to be 
enough of a deterrent for the 
time. 

But the possibility of such an 
attack does not give concern to 
some of the top planners whose 
responsibility is the protection of 
the country. They are uneasy be- 
cause Russia is capable of carry- 
ing bombs to our cities right now. 

They are especially worried 
about these facts: 

1. Russia achieved a nuclear 
explosion years ahead of the 
timetable that had been antici- 
pated. 

2. She has learned through 
the treason of Dr. Klaus Fuchs 
the secret of .exploding the 
atom bomb. 

3. She has full possession of 
radar, and is improving it. 

4. She has in mass produc- 
tion her TU-70 long range, 
heavy bomber with the charac- 
teristics of the American B-29, 
able now to make one-way de- 
livery from Russia of bombs on 
United States targets. 

5. She is already mobilized, 
‘and she is capable of a sus- 


formation on the progress of her 
nuclear projects, this Government 
calculates its risk from that quar- 
ter by assuming that the Russian

While her TU-70s might not 
make the round-trip from Russia 
to United States targets and back 
home, they are capable today of 
the one-way trip, either as a sui- 
cide operation or by ditching the 
planes after dropping bombs and 


allowing the crews to fall into 
American hands. If Russia has 
perfected the technique of refuel- 
ing them in the air, the round- 
trip is possible. 

As this country’s intelligence 
antennae are extremely feeble in 
Russia, we could not expect much 


in the way of advance warning 
of any surprise attack that might 


be loosed against the continent. 
Yet persons who are planning 
against this possibility estimate 
that even 24 hours’ warning could 
reduce casualties by 70 per. cent. 
Without the intelligence tip-off, 
our land-based radar might not 
detect enemy bombers until they 
already were upon the coastal 
cities. When planes skim in low 
over water, it is difficult for 
radar to pick them up. 

Added Forces Needed. 


Protection against possible at- 
tack under any of these contin- 
gencies begins with the strength- 
ening of the interceptor-fighter 
forces and that has been started. 
The Air Force believes that, con- 
sidering all the nation’s global 
commitments, the 20 fighter 
groups should be increased by 22 
more groups in order to carry out 
the dual job of furnishing tactical 
air support to American forces 
abroad and defending the conti- 
nent from attack. 
The National Guard's air 
strength already has been in- 
creased by authorization. of 12 
wings instead of 10—and new 
equipment is coming along. These 
new planes that will be augment- 
ing both the Continental Air Com- 
mand and the National Guard Air 
Force are mainly jet-powered, 
radar-equipped, all-weather fight- 
ers. 
Maintenance of the National 
Guard Air Force is dependent on 
the varying support of the dif- 
ferent states. Restrictions on the 
size of the over-all personnel cdn- 
tinue to hamper it. Many former 
combat pilots and wartime plane 
mechanics would like to get into 
the program but are -prevented 
because places cannot be found 
for them under the present per- 
sonnel ceilings.

Thus the universal nature 
of the U.N. would be destroyed. 


The two Maliks have a great 
deal in common. For one thing 
they sit in the same chair. In 
front of the chair is a sign which 
reads: “U.S.S.R.” and there is an-_ 
other which reads: “Chairman.” 
Fairly inseparable are the two 
Maliks — bullet-headed, stubborn, 
capable of splitting hairs to the 
finest caliber and of spreading 
propaganda from Kamchatka to 
Karachi. This doubling in brass is 
resented by most U.N. members. 

The United Nations is made up 
of 59 different nations, large, 
small and medium. These 59 send 
representatives to the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly.

N. Security 
Council -which has a limited 
membership of 11, of which only 
five are permanent members— 
the United States, Britain, France, 
Russia and China.

Chairman 
Malik did not respect the tradi- 
tions. He-did not play The Gen- 
tleman. He paid no heed to par- 
liamentary procedure. He impro- 
vised the rules as he went along, 
even as the Bolsheviks had done 
in other days. 


Predecessors Impartial. 


Ordinarily, a presiding officer 
of the Security Council is an hon- 
orable judge, a neutral referee, 
an impartial arbiter. Notably that 
way had been his predecesSors as 
chairman from Norway, Egypt 
and other small countries. But 
not dual-purpose Malik. 


It was very confusing. Chair- 
man Malik, instead of leaving it 
up to the Security Council’s mem- 
bership, would make an arbitrary 
ruling on his own. Then, when 
challenged, he would deliver a 
bitter partisan speech attacking 
the good faith of his fellow mem- 
bers, the American in particular.

Remodel Highway Laws! 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Aside from the human love of speed 
and the desire to “get there first” 
(which the modern “ars now so ably 
fulfill), there are just two main causes 
for the present toll on our highways: 

Lack of enforcement officers, and 

Laxity of enforcement of traffic laws. 

Our main highways in Missouri are 
well posted as to speed and non-passing 
zones. Yet one can drive on them for 
only 50 or 100 miles and count viola- 
tions by the score. 

The enforcement officers know this 
but what can they do against public 
opinion? As a police judge of a town 
of not inconsiderable size told me, “We 
can’t afford to arrest those tourists trav- 
eling through and give our town a bad 
name.” 

It is ironic that the American driver, 
whether he is responsible for a high- 
way injury or not, will do everything 
he possibly can do after the accident 
has occurred but he will do nothing to 
prevent its happening. 

Our automobiles have outrun and 
outmoded most of our traffic laws. Most 

speed signs show too slow speeds. All 
should be revamped. There ‘is no ob- 
jection to speed, per se; it is often de- 
sirable, necessary and can be an inno- 
cent joy. But only in rightful relation 
to the other fellow’'s life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness.

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Defying the People 

The Public Service Co. has challenged the 
people of Missouri. 

' By. rejecting a public hearing panel’s pro- 
posed solution to the company’s wage dispute 
with its operators, it has in effect defied the 
right of the people to have public transporta- 
tion without interruption by strikes or lockouts. 

For the panel heard the case because the 
people’s representatives in the Legislature, in 
passing the King-Thompson Act, decided that 
a public hearing and award procedure is the 
only way to settle disputes fairly and without 
transportation stoppages. 

But the company has refused to accept the 
panel’s recommendations. It said it would adopt 
only those proposals it had made up its mind 
to accept before: the panel began hearing the 
dispute. If a work stoppage results, the public 
be hanged. 

Is the panel’s award a just one? 

The union asked for a 6l-cent an hour in- 
crease. It was awarded 7 cents, which the 
company had offered anyway. The panel denied 
the union’s request for changes in the company 
pension plan. 

The panel denied the union’s requests for 
new sick benefits, for increased overtime and 
for increased pull-out and turn-in allowances. 

Thescompany asked that any wage increase 
become effective on the date of signing of the 
contract. The panel recommended that the in- 
crease be retroactive to last Jan. 1, when the 
old contract expired. The pane] also denied the 
company’s request for certain schedule changes 
which would have eliminated some time paid for 
that was not worked, but would also have 
caused serious hardship to some operators. 

The public accepts this award because the 
panel decided it was fair. The operators ac- 
cepted it because of the strong possibility of 
enactment of national wage controls. The com- 
pany, on the other hand, has slapped the union 
and the people in the face. 

The principal point remaining in dispute, 
retroactivity of the wage increase, is funda- 
mental to the success of any public award plan. 
The process takes months—it has been more 
than seven months since the contract in this 
case expired—and a company makes money 
every day it stalls during that process if the 
wage increase is not retroactive. 

Working men could not agree to arbitration 
of any sort if a wage increase finally accepted 
did not apply to the period during which the 
dispute was being heard. There would be no 
recourse but to strike first and arbitrate later, 
and the whole purpose of the public hearing 
system would*be nullified. 

The company argues that it cannot make 
retroactive wage increases without retroactive 
fare increases. It also cannot operate without 
strikes if it does not pay retroactive wage in- 
creases. It cannot have the King-Thompson Act 
without retroactivity. 

Apparently, the company does not care wheth- 
er it has the King-Thompson Act. It seems to be 
willing to fight its battles with the union with 
weapons of the lockout and shutdown. The pub- 
lic, however, has a paramount right to trans- 
portation. The Public Service Company is ob- 
ligated to show as much responsibility as the 
union.

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Opportunity in University City 

University City is confronted with the neces- 
sity of finding a new City Manager to take the 
place of Thomas F. Maxwell, who has accepted 
an invitation to be City Manager in Columbia, 
S.C. The question is: Shall University City ap- 
point someone from within its own boundaries 
or go on the outside? 

The answer, of course, is for University City 
to make. However, there is a fundamental con- 
sideration to be weighed when the decision is 
made. This is whether University City wishes 
to continue in the spirit and practice of the 
City Manager plan at its professional best, 

If so then University City will look elsewhere. 
It will review the performance of a half dozen 
or more City Managers in communities smaller 
than University City. It will decide which one, 
on the basis of his professional record, promises 
to do the most for University City: And it will 
invite him to take City Manager Maxwell’s place. 


Then in a half dozen years or so, University. 


City will expect its new City Manager to be 
called to a larger city on the basis of his per- 
formance in University City, just as Mr. Max- 
well has been called. In time the best of the 
City Managers advance to the largest of the 
cities which have adopted the plan, as for 
example, Cincinnati, Richmond or Portland, Me. 

That is as it should be. That is the way the 
profession has developed and that is how cities 
can expect to help improve it, Now and then 
a city may find a local man who will do well 
as City Manager but experience is the other 
way. A choice on the outside can be made on 
merit alone. Politics and personal influence 
are apt to be controlling factors when a home 
town choice is made. : 
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Danger Signs in Germany 

German-stock refugees from Eastern Europe 
have drawn up a document in Stuttgart demand- 
ing more help from the West German govern- 
ment.

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Missouri’s Parks Need Attention 

A thoroughgoing look at all the state’s parks 
would be in order. This conclusion is suggested 
by recent events at Big Spring State Park, near 
Van Buren. Whole stands of healthy pine trees 
have been cyt down there for lumber. Dis- 
quieting rumors are in circulation about the 
way the park is being managed. 

The littlé that has been made public as the 
result of charges and counter-charges at Big 
Spring makes at least one fact clear—that the 
public knows too little about the way this 
state park is being run. And what of the 22 
other state parks? ; 

Is the timber-cutting policy which was ,fol- 
lowed at Big Spring in general use throughout 
the state park system? That is, are entire 
healthy stands being cut down, instead of lim- 
iting cutting to dead or diseased trees and to 
thinning out over-thick stands? 

Chief of Parks Abner Gwinn, of Jefferson 
City, who investigated at Big Spring, saw noth- 
ing objectionable in turning various areas of 
parkland into unsightly stumps. Is this ques- 
tionable policy being followed throughout the 
park system? If so, perhaps an investigation of 
the system should begin with formulation of a 
conservation policy for state-owned woodlands. 

The park system is not yet so old in Missouri 
that any faults it has taken on can have become 
very deeply imbedded. It had its first begin- 
nings 33 years ago, but only in the past dozen 
years or so has assumed its present scope. 

So 1950 would be a good time to take a long 
look at the way the system is working, weed 
out undesirable policies and practices and re- 
place them with desirable ones. 

Gov. Smith might very well appoint a citi- 
zens’ commission to make a study and recom- 
mendations about the state parks. If it con- 
tained citizens of the stature of Thad Snow of 
Charleston, A. P. Greensfelder of St. Louis and 
many others who might be named, we. believe 
the results could be most constructive. 
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Misleading the Recruits 

Men now being drafted:into the armed forces 
or recalled to active duty from reserve status 
are being informed that they will be required 
to serve for specified periods of time. The 
most recent announcement was the Army ruling 
that all men drafted would serve for three and 
one half years, 21 months as draftees and an 
additional 21 months as reservists on active duty. 

There is no question of the legality of this 
ruling, but there is reason to doubt whether 
Congress, when it extended the draft act for 
one year, did in fact intend to permit men 
to be drafted for three and one half years. 

And it is certain that nobody knows whether 
draftees will be needed that long. Since nobody 
can predict accurately now what the world sit- 
uation will be next January or even next week, 
how does Washington know that draftees will 
be needed for an additional 21 months after 
they have completed their regular service, or 
that members of the reserve will be needed for 
a minimum of two years? 

They may well be needed that long, they 
may be needed for a far longer period, but 
the fact remains that nobody knows, and it is 
the cruelest deception to indicate that there 
will be-a set time limit on any individual's 
service. Only the men in the Kremlin are in 
a good position to gttess now how long that 
service may have to be. 

We suggest a more sensible approach is for 
the armed forces in Washington to take men 
as they need them, for as long as they are 
needed—and omit the unnecessary guesswork. 
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Singing Cowboy Forgets a Tune 

How much do voters hold it against a Senator 
who departed from his party enough two years 
ago to run for Vice President on the so-called 
Progressive ticket headed by Henry A. Wallace? 

That is being determined by the current pri- 
mary in Idaho where Glen H. Taylor, “arm- 
waving, crooner of cowboy melodies” (to use 
Richard L. Neuberger’s description), seeks re- 
nomination on the Democratic ticket. Taylor's 
chief opponent is former Senator D. Worth 
Clark, but the race is complicated by the entry 
of Congressman Compton I. White, who con- 
tributes generously to the bulkiness of the Con- 
gressional Record. 

Without a runoff, Idaho does not afford such 
a test as that in North Carolina. Moreover, 
Taylor is a former vaudeville actor, not a uni- 
versity president as Senator Frank P. Graham 
was, Be that as it may, the singing cowboy is 
crooning nothing about his Wallace courtship. 
Two yeats ago his rump ticket got only 4 per 
cent of the votes in Idaho.

"Why Not Back Trygve Lie? 


Secretary General Trygve Lie of the United 
Nations has not abandoned his effort to ar- 
range a resumption of peace negotiations 
among the big powers. While insisting that 
the restoration of peace in Korea now must 


' take precedence, he urges as the next order 


of business a high-level meeting of policy-making 
officials in the Security Council “to halt further 
deterioration towards another world war.” 

Soviet Russia's conduct to date does not hold 
out high hope for the success of such a meeting. 
That is why, as Mr. Lie says, “it will take 
nothing less than a bold and enlightened act 
of statesmanship to bring about a resumption 
of negotiations,” 

Where is this act of statesmanship to come 
from? Why not from the United States? 

President Truman has rightly declined to 
accept any deals with the Soviet Union which 
might be interpreted as bargaining for the end 
of hostilities in Korea. The hostilities must be 
ended, and the North Koreans must return 
beyond the thirty-eighth parallel, without a 
bribe being paid. 

Yet it would be possible for the President 
to show the world that while we resist armed 
aggression we do not rule out the. ultimate 
resumption of negotiations for peaceful settle- 
ment of basic issues dividing East and West.

In the first place, General MacArthur 
is acting in Formosa without the authori- 
zation of the Security Council; and in any 
hostilities which take place President 
Truman will not be able to claim that he 
is carrying out sanctions on behalf of the 
United Nations; In the second place Brit- 
ain, as well as India, has recognized the 
Chinese Communists and regards Chiang 
Kai-shek as a rebel the legitimate govern- 
ment in Peking is entitled to suppress. 


Silent on Rift 


It is no secret, moreover, that’ other 
members of the Commonwealth besides 
Britain and India have vigorously pro- 
tested in Washington against the unilateral ; 
American action in Formosa, The Cana- 
dians resent it keenly, and the Australians 
have also been outspoken and hardly less 
forcible in their objections. 

For obvious reasons this rift in the 
united front of the Western democracies 
is little mentioned. Truc, Mr. Ernest 
Davies has stated under interrogation that 
the British fleet is instructed to operate 


exclusively in Korean waters. But while 
Mr. Attlee has confirmed this, he has 
made no public reference to Britain’s po- 
sition in the event of a war between the 
U.S.A. and Communist China which might 
break out any day this summer if Mao 
Tse-tung attempts to bring Formosa under 
his control. 


However strenuous the protests we have 
made, the U.S.A. would certainly expect 
us to stand by them at this moment. The 
was has spread, they would argue, and 
war like peace is indivisible. In this they 
would probably be supported by Mr. 
Churchill, who would be unlikely to make 
any fine distinction between a United 
Nations’ police action in Korea and the 
crushing of Communism in Formosa. 
Moreover, attempts would certainly be 
made to swing the Security Council into 
condemning Communist aggression. 


To “Temper” MacArthur 


What would be the policy of the British 
Government at this juncture? Would it 
forget legal niceties and come to the help 
of the U.S.A., or would it “veto” American 
action on the Security Council? The 
dangers of such an open breach are clear 
enough; but to support the Nationalists 
against the Peking Governntent would be 
even more catastrophic. It would make 
the idea that the present war is in defence 
of the United Nations Charter sheer hy- 
pocrisy. It would probably dissolve the 
Commonwealth, since if we supported the 
Americans, India and Pakistan would re- 
fuse to follow our lead. It would precipi- 
tate a first-class Parliamentary crisis in 
this country which would probably end in 
the formation of a coalition government 
and a split in the Labour Party, a section 
of which would be forced into Socialist 
opposition. And the end result of such a 
war would almost certainly be the violent 
— of the White man from the 

ast. 

To avert this catastrophe should be the 
aim of British statesmanship. And for 
this a simple clear-cut policy is required. 
Mr, Attlee cannot possibly attempt media- 
tion in Korea except on the basis ‘of a 
withdrawal by the North Koreans to the 
thirty-eighth Parallel, and he must now 
support military action required to secure 
this end, Simultaneously, it should be 
publicly stated that, if the United States 
involves itself in a war with Communist 
China about Formosa, the Commonwealth 
will not render her any assistance. By 
making- this absolutely clear, he will at 
least temper the rashness of General Mac- 
Arthur and he may even achieve the re- 
versal of Mr. Acheson’s hasty decision. If 
so, he will have built the basis for a peace 
settlement and a reconstitution of the 
Security Council.

Between Book Ends 


Noticing a Slighted War 
SAVAGE GENTLEMAN, by Noe! 8. Gerson. (Double- 
day, 306 pgs., $3.) 

It is the feeling of Noel Gerson that 
Queen Anne’s War (1702-13) has been 
slighted by historians and denied its place 
of precedence in the French and Indian 
Wars. His “Savage Gentleman” is in- 
tended to make amends for that neglect. 
In bringing to notice the rather scanty 
records of that earlier struggle he has 
done well. In fictionizing and romanticiz- 
ing the record with his imaginings he 
hasn’t done quite so well: 

His history has been drawn from a 
book, “Indian Wars,” written by Thomas 
Church, son of Col. Benjamin Church, 
commander of the colonials who smashed 
Port Royal, and “The History of the Wars 
in New England,” by Samuel Penhallow, 
published in 1726. He accepts as authen- 
tic the son’s version of Col. Church’s duel 
with Pagus, the Seneca chief, concerning 
which there have been contradictory ver- 
sions, and his account of the more impor- 
tant phases of the 
conflict can be ac- 
cepted as accurate. 
Personal incidents in 
which Col. Church 
and the other lead- 
ers were involved 
are fictional, “and 
any resemblance 
they may bear to 
real persons is pure- 
ly coincidental.” 

Fictional also is 
Jeffrey Wyatt, the 
savage gentleman 
who gives the book 
its title; his sweet- 
heart, Leah Hill, and 
an assortment of colonials and savages, 
all of whom except Paugus qualify for 
the status of coincidentals as provided by 
the book's jacket. 

Romanticized history being what it is, 
“Savage Gentleman” is acceptable for en- 
tertainment and excitement and a meas- 
ure of information dependent upon the 
reader's ability to distinguish between the 
true and the fictional. The same can 
hardly be said of this paleface author’s 
conception of the social life of the savages 


of that period.

and relay his ill-gotten intel- 
ligence to the batter before the 
windup was started. 

Lately, however, the subject 
has gone out of fashion, or per- 
haps the more talented thieves 
have departed from the -major 
leagues, At any rate, when Mr. 
O'Neill, manager of the Boston 
Red Sox, accused the Indians 
of planting a spy behind the 
Cleveland scoreboard to snatch 
signs through binoculars, some 
young readers had the impres- 
sion that this was something 
new in baseball. 

On the contrary, if this 
variety of thievery isn’t as old 
as the game, it is, at least. as 
old as the practice of using sig- 
nals. When some prehistoric 
catcher first undertook to wig- 
wag instructions to the pitcher 
to come through with the high 
hard one, stealing was already 
a known science. 

In baseball, the ethical stand- 
ards applying to sign stealing 
are comparable with those 
which formerly governed the 
use of hop in horse racing. 
Until the Federal Government 
invoked the anti-narcotics laws 
against the practice, it was 
deemed entirely proper to en- 
courage a dawdling steed with 
beaker of cocane, provided the 
beast got his slug of the stuff 
every time he raced. Confus- 
ing bookmakers by running the 

| horse “hot” one day and “cold” 
the next was considered an un- 
friendly act.

The special payment is in addi- 
tion to a $1.50 dividend also de- 
clared on common stock, both 
payable Sept. 9 to shareholders of 
record Aug. 14. Payments of $1.50 
each also had been made in 
March and June. 

A statement from Alfred P. 
Sloan Jr., board chairman, and 
C. E. Wilson, president, pointed 
out that the record first half 
profits were made on record pro- 
duction, record employment and 
with record payrolls. They said 
the increase in dividends will help 
keep the returns of stockholders 
since the war “more’in line with 
the increased cost of living.” 
General Motors last year made 
payments of $1.25 in each of the 
first three quarters and a year- 
end payment of $4.25 for a full 
year total of $8. 

Its earnings in the first half of 
this year totaled $485,277, 389— 
greatest for any corporation in 
history for a six-month period— 
or $10.91 a share.

“Scallion,” “Garlic” and “Leak.” 


HETHER or not the scallion 
W is an onion, and how came 

its name, is the question 
which started all this. 

Some botanists will tell you 
that a scallion is a kind of onion 
“which does not bottom out, but 
remains with a thick stem, like 
a leak.” It is the eschalot, or 
shallot, growing in clusters. Thus 
one is safe enough in calling it a 
small kind of onion, especially 
when you consider the origin of 
its name. For “scallion” means 
“onion of Ascalon,” after the 
town of Ascalon, Palestine! 


The reputation of garlic is 
such that everyone knows what 
it is. Let us contribute only the 
botanical detail that the plant’s 
root contains in a membranous 
coat the lesser bulbs known as 
cloves of garlic. The name de- 
rives from the Anglo Saxon “gar- 
leac,” composed of “agar” mean- 
ing “lance,” and “leac,” leek. 

The leek is a vegetable old 
in world history. The word that 
names it is of Teutonic origin, 
coming to us from Anglo Saxon 
“leac.” It is perhaps as a sug- 
gestion of the leek’s one-time im- 
portance that one finds “leactum” 
to signify “vegetable garden.” 
And its basic nature comes out 
in the lending of its name to the 
garlic as the “lance” or “spear” 
leak! 


For a cool salad dish slice rad- 
ishes and cucumbers thin and mix 
with sour cream or sour cream 
dressing; serve on slices of fresh 
tomatoes sprinkled with salt, 
freshly-ground pepper and a little 
basil.

Playing Canasta to Win

HE question “May I go out, 
partner?” is a genuine ques- 
tion. It is a privilege, not a 
duty. When you ask the ques- 
tion, it should be because you 
want information. If you don’t 
need any information from your 


partner, you shouldn’t ask, You 


aren’t compelled to. 
Here is a hand you might hold: 


Your side has a number of 
melds. In sixes and eights you 
have six-card melds, one short of 
a canasta, and each containing a 
canasta base of four natural cards. 
You have lesser mefds of aces, 
kings and tens. 


You have no canasta, but you 
could make a canasta by adding 


‘your deuce to either the sixes or 


the eights, and melding the jacks 
and sevens. (You don’t have to 
have a discard if you go out on 
the same turn.) 


You ask, “May I go out, part- 
ner?” and your partner answers, 
“No.” So you can’t go out. You 
must keep at least one card in 
your hand, after discarding. 

The next problem is, should you 
use your wild card to make a 
completed canasta of the sixes or 
eighths? 

No, you should not. There is 
danger that an opponent will go 
out before your next turn comes, 
because your question has warned 
the opponents of danger. But you 
must take a chance on that and 
trust your partner. He wants an- 
other turn, but he may want you 
to retain the ability to go out at 
your next turn. If you use your 
wild card to make a canasta, you 
must discard a jack or seven and 
you can't be sure that you can go 
out next time. Save your wild 
card; discard a jack or seven, 
whichever is safer. Next time 
you will still be able to go out. 


What if neither the jack nor 
the seven ig safe? In that case 
you should not have asked the 
question in the first place. You 
should have gone out without 
asking.

IME was when the only place 
you would find a concrete 
floor was in a barn and as 
neither horses or cows cared one 
way or another, the floor was un- 
finished. Now you find more and 
more concrete floors in homes 
where people do care about fin- 
ishes and there seems to be some 
confusion as to which type of fin- 
ish can be used. 

The most common type of con- 
crete floor is one poured right 
over a bed of cinders or gravel 
which rest on the earth. This is 
the sort of floor found in most 
basements. As there is a strong 
possibility that such a floor will, 
at one time or another become 
damp, the only suitable finishes 
are special concrete floor enamels, 
asphalt tile and wood set over 
strips of wood and protected from 
the dampness by a layer of water- 
proof paper between the wood 
and the concrete subfloor. 

When there is an air space be- 
tween the concrete floor and the 
earth, then you can use any type 
of finish you want—with just one 
precaution. Be absolutely certain 
that the concrete is bone dry be- 
fore it is covered. If there are 
any traces of moisture in the con- 
crete, the floor should be left un- 
finished until it has had time to 
dry out. Otherwise, the moisture 
will damage the flooring or the 
cement used to attach the floor- 
ing to the concrete.

Strong as he 
was, he waquild have to find quite 
a few fillers opposite him, aside 
from an ace, to have a reasonable 
slam play, and North’s one no- 
trump response was certainly not 
encouraging. 

West opened the heart ten. 
South won with the ace and laid 
down the spade king. West won 
and tried to tempt declarer into 
a heart finesse by continuing the 
suit, but South did not fall into 
this trap. He put up dummy’s 
king and played for the diamond 
ace to be on side, leading toward 
his own king. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, East played the nine and 
the trick went to West. 

West, who did not care whether 
or not he established a heart 
trick in dummy, since that hand 
was now entryless, led a third 
round of the suit, and declarer 
ruffed away East’s queen. South 
now cashed every trump except 
one, discarding from dummy un- 
til that hand held the high heart 
jack, the J-5 of diamonds and 
the 10-6 of clubs.

The Schumann family 
has been operating the circus 
for a hundred years and the 
Danes haven't had enough of it 
yet. Even after a century it 
remains the “South Pacific” of 
Copenhagen. 


IT ISN’T A traveling circus, 


» Square, which is the heart of 


Copenhagen. ; 
It is a very intimate circus. 


: The. building that houses it is 


no larger than an average 
American theater. Indeed, dur- 
ing the two months the circus 
Performs in Norway and Swe- 
den, the building is used for 
movies. There is but one ring 
and there is no such thing as a 
bad seat. The cheapest seat af- 
fords as good a view as does 
the Royal Box. 

Danes are the severest critics 
of circus acts in the world. Just 
as Italian children are brought 
up to know and appreciate 
music, Danish children are 
brought up to judge and know 
fine circus performances. Schu- 
mann’s is to acrobats, aerialists, 
jugglers, tight rope walkers, 
clowns and animal trainers what 
Milan’s La Scala is to sopranos, 
tenors, and bassos. Let an act 
meet with the approval of a 
Schumann audience and it can 
be sure of beokings anywhere 
there is a ring and sawdust. 
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SCHUMANN AUDIENCES 
are very generous with their 
applause and laughter when an 
act meets their exacting stand- 
ards, but they can be tough on 
a performer, he man or 
beast, if his work is not as 
good as it should be. 

Crowds think nothing of boo- 
ing and hissing a seal, even, if 
the arctic water chap hits a 
sour note on a cornet or drops 
a ball off his nose. If a clown

has an unfunny night the audi- 
ence doesn’t fail to let him 
know it. 

The night we went to Schu- 
mann’s, the Danish critics 
seemed very well pleased and 
limited their booing to a bare- 
back rider who had difficulty 
executing a backward somer- 
sault through a paper-covered 
hoop from the back of one gal- 
loping horse to another.

Anyone who couldn't 
laugh at their dinner table 
scene wasn’t meant to laugh 
at anything. The chimps, using 
knives, forks, plates, glasses 
and napkins, ate a substantial 
meal, pausing now and then to 
punish the baby for bad table 
manners. 

In the middle of the meal 
one of the chimps, when the 
applause was‘at its height, got 
up from the table, bowed as if 
to excuse himself, and walked 
just outside the ring to an 
empty seat, sat down, and 
joined in the clapping for his 
fellow performers.

Items run the gamut of hotel 
bills of fare: Consommes, bouil- 
lons, chicken gumbo, all types 
of roasts, chops, steaks and 
fowl, giblet gravy, bordelaise 
sauce, potatoes au gratin, sand- 
wiches, cakes, biscuits, pies and 
the like. 
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AS SOON AS the food is 
prepared it is quickly frozen at 
50 degrees below zero and 
stored, like frosted building 
bricks, in vast lockers kept at 
10 degrees below. 

From Kansas City the food 
is shipped to New York, Chi- 
cago, Albuqterque,\ Los An- 
geles and San Francisco in par- 
cels protected by ice or a 

naméd “super 
' Ne 

The stuff then goes back in 
freezing lockers at those main 
food service stations and is held 
there until needed. Each sched- 
uled flight withdraws as many 
dinners as the sale of tickets 
roughly indicates. That much 
food is then taken from the 
lockers and “restored” by vari- 
ous methods. 

.Cakes and sandwiches are 
brought back to life, spanking 
fresh, simply by exposing them 
to room temperatures. Rolls, 
pies and au gratin dishes—as 
hard as rocks when brought 
from the lockers—are restored 
by the application of dry heat. 
Most sauces, gravies and 
mashed potatoes are returned 
to normal consistency and fra- 
grance by moist heat. 

The meal items are then 
heated or chilled to serving 
temperatures and placed in 
large thermos containers which 
maintain the temperatures un- 
til the hostess is ready to put 
the business on a tray and hand 
it out. 

* * * 

IN THE HOPE of eliminat- 
ing the defrosting process and 
the necessity of thermos jugs, 
TWA is experimenting now 
with electronic “ovens” in 
plane galleys.

“Oven-fresh” rolls 
served three months after ac- 
tually being taken from the 
oven must always remain—at 
least to my untutored mind— 
among the latter day miracles.
